DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 4/4/07. 
Accordingly, claims 1-10, 1 3-1 5, 18, 19, 21-26, 28-40, 43 and 45 are 
canceled; and claims 11,12 1 6, 1 7, 20, 27, 41 , 42, 44 and 46-59 are currently 
pending. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 1 , 1 2 1 6, 1 7, 20, 27, 41 , 42, 44 and 46-59 are objected to 
because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 1 , lines 29-32, recites the limitation "said cellular phone further 
comprises an incoming call record storing portion for storing an incoming call 
record, wherein said operation portion changes the incoming call displayed on 
said second displayed portion to another incoming call". In the limitation, "the 
incoming call" is lack of antecedent basis, and/or it is unclear whether "the 
incoming call" has any relationship with "an incoming call record" or "an 
incoming call record storing portion". 
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Claim 1 1 , line 23, recites the limitation "said second display unit". This 
limitation is lack of antecedent basis, or it is unclear whether the limitation 
refers to "second display portion", previously recited in claim 1 1, line 1 1. 

Claim 12, lines 29-31, recites the limitation "said cellular further 
comprises a control portion for displaying contents of a received mail on the 
second display portion, wherein said operation portion selects and displays 
contents of another received mail". It is unclear whether "said portion" displays 
"contents of another received mail" on the "second display portion" or on the 
"first display portion", (previously recited in claim 1 2, line 7). 

Claim 12, line 23, recites the limitation "said second display unit". This 
limitation is lack of antecedent basis, or it is unclear whether the limitation 
refers to "second display portion", previously recited in claim 12, line 1 1 . 

Claim 16, lines 30-31, recites the limitation "said operation portions 
include a control item selecting portion and a control magnitude selection 
portion". It is unclear in which sense or context the term "control item 
selecting" has to be interpreted, or unclear what the "control item selecting 
portion" does with respect to the operations/functions of the claimed cellular 
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phone. Similarly, it is unclear in which sense or context the term "control 
magnitude selection" has to be interpreted, or unclear what the "control 
magnitude selection portion" does with respect to the operations/functions of 
the claimed cellular phone. 

Claim 16, line 23, recites the limitation "said second display unit". This 
limitation is lack of antecedent basis, or it is unclear whether the limitation 
refers to "second display portion", previously recited in claim 1 6, line 11. 

Claim 1 7, lines 30-33, recites the limitation "said second display portion 
display contents of a received mail, and said plurality of operations include a 
scroll button for longitudinally or laterally scrolling the contents of the mail 
displayed on said second display portion, and a selector button for selecting 
and displaying contents of another received mail". It is unclear whether the 
"selector button" displays "contents of another received mail" on the "second 
display portion" or on the "first display portion", (previously recited in claim 1 7, 
line 7). 
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Claim 1 7, line 23, recites the limitation "said second display unit". This 
limitation is lack of antecedent basis, or it is unclear whether the limitation 
refers to "second display portion", previously recited in claim 1 7, line 1 1 . 

Claim 20, line 30, recites the limitation "said second display portion 
visually displays a control magnitude changeable by a user". It is unclear in 
which sense or context the term "control magnitude" has to be interpreted, or it 
is unclear of which (e.g., signal, data or function soft-key) the "control 
magnitude" is. 

Claim 27, lines 30-32, recites the limitation "said image taken portion, 
said second display portion and said plurality of operation portions are 
arranged at the rear surface of said first body remote from said first display 
portion, and are located in this order starting from a position near said 
coupling portion". It is unclear in which sense or context the term "located in 
this order starting from a position near said coupling portion" in order to 
visualize how "said image taken portion", "said second display portion" and 
"said plurality of operation portions" are located, or it is unclear whether they 
are located in an offset vertically or horizontally with respect to one another. 
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Claim 27, line 23, recites the limitation "said second display unit". This 
limitation is lack of antecedent basis, or it is unclear whether the limitation 
refers to "second display portion", previously recited in claim 27, line 1 1 . 

Claim 41, lines 29-34, recites the limitation "the cellular phone further 
comprising a control portion controlling an operation of said cellular phone, 
wherein said control portion includes: a detection portion for detecting 
operation of any of said plurality of operation buttons, and a switching portion 
for switching between said first mode and said second mode based on the 
detection of the operation of said detection portion. In the limitation, the term 
"said plurality of operation buttons" is lack of antecedent basis, or it is unclear 
whether the term refers to "a plurality of operation portions", previously recited 
in claim 41 , line 19. 

Claim 41 , line 23, recites the limitation "said second display unit". This 
limitation is lack of antecedent basis, or it is unclear whether the limitation 
refers to "second display portion", previously recited in claim 41 , line 1 1 . 
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Claim 44, line 23, recites the limitation "said second display unit". This 
limitation is lack of antecedent basis, or it is unclear whether the limitation 
refers to "second display portion", previously recited in claim 44, line 1 1 . 

Claim 44, line 30, recites the limitation "said inversion control signal". 
This limitation is lack of antecedent basis. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims, (if any) depended on above claims, are therefore also objected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 1 , 1 2 1 6, 1 7, 20, 27, 41 , 42, 44 and 46-59 would be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the objection(s), set forth in this Office 
action. 

Conclusion 

4. This application is in condition for allowance except for the above formal 
matters.
